Okay, maybe I sound like an idealist — but sure as hell, things only get 

worse if we ait on our arses ail day and moan. Let's all get up and at 

least have one great big collective moan it's a start. By supporting 
the Stranglers it's a step in the right direction —• snaking a statement 
about how we feel and think.

In tho, last year or so there have been discussions on whether the 
police have the right to arrest people on suspicion of having committed 
or intending to commit a crime. 

This means that people can be stopped in the street, searched and 
even arrested , just for being suspected of a crime. There are two 
arguments on the question of Sus. 

The first is that it takes away the persons freedom to walk the 
streets in peace. If a boy for example was carrying a bag down the street 
and the police suspected that he had some stolen property in the bag, they 
could stop and search him . If they are fairly oertain that he has stolen 
something,even if they had no solid evidence, then they can arrest him 
on suspicion. This is a drawback as the person who has been arrested may 
be innocent. 

On the other tend if you were walking down the street and someone 
attacked you, if you could remember any distinguishing marks on the person 
then you could report what had happened to a policeman. 

Later on if the policeman saw someone who resembled the man who attacked 
you then he could arrest the man on suspicion, there is always a chance 
that this man is the culprit. 

If Sus was not in operation then it is quite probable that the man 
would have got away unpunished. 

It is up to you to make up your own mind whether you think that Sus 
should be able to be enforced or not. 

As a final point on the question of Sus, in the United nations leaflet 
which i3 called 'Universal Declaration Gf Human Rights' article nine says 
"ho one shall be subjected to arbitrary arrest, detention or exile".

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CUE PENAL SYSTEM

We live in what .is supposed to be a civilised, humane society which 
has a caring attitude towards its members, but this is often not the 
case when society deals with those who have broken the rules. This is 
mainly because many people have remarkably uncivilised and irrational 
attitudes towards those in our penal establishments, the way they should 
be dealt with and the reasons for them being dealt with in this manner, 

and in fact the British judicial and penal systems are based upon these 
attitudes. 

Under the British system the three main motives for punishing a 
criminal seem to be for revenge, for a deterrent and for the protection 

of society, none of which can have any real justification in a civilised 
country* 

Revenge is negative, it does not solve problems but often creates 
triers (the constant retaliation killings in Northern Ireland for example) 
it nas no practical use in a rational society as its only purpose is a 
selfish one, that is, it brings a form of satisfaction to certain 
individuals at the expense of another human being. 

The idea of punishment acting deterrent to potential criminals 
io not as useful as it might seem* Although a few individuals may be 
deterred the vast amount of criminals do not expect to be caught and 
punished for their crimes and so are not bothered by the fact that others 
have been. In any case it is not possible to justify punishment as a form 
oi deterrence because it involves forcing'a human being to suffer,,not 
because ci what he or she has done but in order to stop others doing 
something. 

On this basis,then, the person is being used r or a purpose unrelated 
to the crime he or she was originally sentenced for, and this in itself 
is criminal and immoral, 

.iany criminals, if left in society, would harm it to an even greater 
degree and so it is necessary for society to be given some form of 
protection from them, but this does not mean that they should be treated 
in an inhumane manner, suffer degradation or be denied any of their basic 
human rights. 

Certain people do,obviously, have to be•confined, but this is not 
really necessary for many others. Methods of keeping prisoners in order 
’without the use of continual confinement in a cell have been tried and 
found to be successful in many progressive countries such' as Sweden, 

There is only one other possible motive then for punishment, and 
that is reform* This is the only motive that can be morally justified as 
its purpose is to help the criminal fit back into society.

BUREAUCRACY 


Max Weber, who was an expert on the subject of bureaucracy said 
that it is a way of working in the moot efficient manner. He said that 
the main characteristics of bureaucracy are divisions of labour and a 
hierarchical structure of officials. 

In this way each official in the hierarchy is allocated his own task 
and is controlled by the official above him* This ensures that things run 
smoothly and also makes formal channels of communication from the board, 
down the ladder to the less important people. 

Weber believed that this was the best way of doing things as it is 
the most rational way of getting jobs don#, he said that it is technically 
superior because of its precision, speed, continuity, operation and 
calculability* It is also an indestructible system of relationships* 

This concept of working together in an orderly manner may work out 
fine for the management but it can be a different matter when it comes 
to dealing with people. 

There are two rigidly set outlines about what can pass through each 
part of the bureaucracy. Each person has his or her own job to dq^ This 
means that the ’service’ does not communicate with the customer on a 
personal basis. '• .. 

An example of this is if a person applies for a bus or rail pass. 

They complete a form which is sent to the appropriate official for a 
decision. If the person comes within the categories to which passes are 
allowed to be given then he receives one even if he has offended the official 
in any way. 

On the other hand if he is not within the categories to which passes 

are allowed to be given then he is not given one, even if the official 

is one of his relatives. 

These rules ensure uniformity, rational decisions and efficiency but 
what good is it all if the service is lacking because it does not consider 
the case properly as people working on their own would. 

If, for example the allocation of passes was decided by one person, 

then he would take into.account any factors which are against the person 
getting a pass and this could influence his decision* 

For example a man may live a few hundred yards outside the boundary 
for bus pass distribution but may be disabled in some way. The official 
might then reconsider his decision because the man may not be very mobile 
whereas in a bureaucracy, he would just be another person who they do not 
care about./ 

It would be almost impossible to get rid of bureaucracy but at least 
the system could try and talk to the people as human beings and not as 
pieces of paper.
